Davenport, of Toccoa, Ga., was decoyeé 
from his home town on last Saturijay 
night by a negro who gave his name as 
Tom Wright. The means used being 
a note purporting to be from V, E. 
Adams, of New Holland, Ga., urging Mr. 
Davenport to come at once on important 
business. It develops that Mr. Adams 
knows absolutely nothing of the affair. 

Mr. Davenport told the negro he wouli 
come, and on getting off the train at 
New Holland Saturday night, met the 
same negro getting off the same train. 
The negro proposed to show Mr. Daven- 
port the home of Mr. Adams, stating 
that his wife cooked for the latter, and 
that he was going there to see her.

H. Taft, secretary of..war,-delivered the 


,\address to the Yale law schoo} graduac- 


ing class today on “The Administration 
of Criminal Law.” Defending the’ policy 
of refusing trial by jury to the Filipinos, 
Mr... Taft said that.trial, by jury had 
come tobe regarded as.a fetish to such 
an extent that state legislatures have 
exalted the power -of. the jury and 
diminished the power. of the court. The 
result of this Mr. Taft pointed out was 
a great increase in crime ‘of. the felony 
class. ,The adminisfration of criminal 
law in the states Mr, Taft declared to be 
a disgrace to our civilization. He hard!y 
thought it eneouraged us~«<to think it 
wise to introduce a system of jury trial 
in the Philippines. | 

Mr. Taft suggested as remedies the tre- 
striction of the right of appeal and giv- 
ing the judges the power to ‘comment 
on the evidence and express their opinion 
to the jury on the facts. 

Disgrace to Civilization. 


Mr. Taft said in part: 

“T grieve for my country to say that 
the administration of.the criminal law in 
all the states of the union (there mfy be 
one or two exceptions) is a disgrace to 
our civilization. We are now reaching an 
age when we cannot plead youth, sparse 
civilization, newness of country as a 
cause ‘for laxity in the enforcement of 
law. 

“That makes the difference between tne 
administration of the criminal law in 
England and in this .country. In the 
first place, while the jury has always 
been.a sacred and untouched part of the 
tribunal constituted to try crime in Eng- 
land, the judges have always taken and 
maintained their part.at common law in 
the trial of every defendant, and that

ON DISPENSARY 


Pulaski County New Facing 
Very Warm Legislative 
Race. 


Hawkinsville, Ga., June 26.—(Special.) 
Pulaski is now facing about the hot- 
test political fight that she has eer 
known on account of new entries in the 
legislative race and the issues at stake. 

The news comes that T. R. Hendricks, 
of Cary, has announced with the under- 
standing that if elected he will introduce 
a bill to abolish the dispensary system 
in Pulaski county. It is a known fact 
that during the past several months a4 
fight has been made on the dispensary 
system and it is this element that is 
backing up the candidacy of Mr. Hen- 
dricks. 

The dispensary system has been in 
vogue in this county for several years 
and is indorsed also by a good following. 

The special law provided that dispen- 
saries could be established in both Coch- 
ran and Hawkinsville, which was done. 
It alse provided that the city authorities 
could abolish the dispensary in either 
town at any time favorable to their 
views. About one year ago or longer

petition to council, succeeded in having

Instituted in Forty-Five Lead-' 
ing Printing Concerns 
at Philadelphia. 


Simla, June 26.—It is freely rumored 
that the viceroy, Lord Curzon, of Kedle- 
ston, has either already tendered his res- 
ignation or shortly will do so in conse- 
quence of the decision of. the home gov- 
ernment, whereby Lord Kitchener, com- 
mander in chief of the forces in India, 
has, been given complete control of the 
arniy in India. 

Two special meetings of the Indian 
council have been held since the publi- 
cation. in London of the Blue Book re- 
ferring to Lord Kitchener’s plans, the 
approval of which is considered to be a 
severe blow to Lord Curzon since he 
and practically the whole council unani-‘ 
mously advised against the decision ulti- / 
mately adopted. 

The keenest excitement prevails in offi- 
cial circles here. The Times, of India, 
declares that India cannot afford to lose 
“either of the great men, Lord Curzon 
or Lord Kitchener, who dominate her 
affairs.” 

London, June 26.—While it is consider- 
ed quite possible that Lord Curzon may 
tender his resignation because of the 
course taken by the home government 
directly at variance with his views, it is 
not believed that it will be accepted or 
that thé vieeroy will insist on quitting 
his post, at least. until after the prince 
and princess of Wales have completed 
their tour of India, extending from No- 
vember to March.

The President's refusal to prose- 
cute the officers of the Sante Fe 
system, as recommended by the spe- 
Clal counsel he engaged to handle the 
case, may or may not have been in- 
fluenced by friendly consideration for 
Mr. Morton, then a member of his 
cabinet. But it will be recalled that 
in the beef trust cases President 
Roosevelt declared, “of the weight 


jand sufficiency of the testimony it ts 


not for me to judge,” and accordingly 
the recommendations of the law offi- 
cers of the government relative to 
the prosecution of beef trust officers 
were followed. When it comes to 
Mr. Morton, however, the president 


‘0 has completely reversed his position, 


for he does undertake, distinctly and 
unequivocally, to determine the 
“weight and sufficncy of the testi- 
mony” as it may bear upon Mr. Mor- 
ton and upon other officials of the 
Sante Fe system. 

Mr. Morton seems to have pote 
President Roosevelt believe that the 
minor officials of a railway system 
would dare to maintain a system of 
comprehensive rebates without hav- 
ing specific authority from the con- 
trolling officials of the company to 
do so. We trust it is not lese 
majestie to suggest in this connec: 
tion that Mr. Roosevelt is an Easy 
Mark; certainly nobody else believes 
such a condition to be possible. If, 
as the eminent counsel who under- 
took to manage the case for the gov- 
ernment aver, there has been an ac- 
tion on the part of anybody in the 
company contrary to law, it is just 
as certain as anything can be that 
such action was authorized by the 
high officials of the Sante Fe system 
—even if Mr. Morton does show that 
previous to this time he had issued 
a general order against such action. 

If the policy laid down by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his anxiety to pro- 
tect Mr. Morton is followed, the 
anti-rebate laws will not be worth 
the price of the paper upon which 
they are printed. Mr. Roosevelt, as 
we understand it, proposes to cite 
the Sante’ Fe corporation for con- 
tempt of court because of the acts 
of some of its officials, but to allow 
the officials themselves to go free. 
No policy could possibly please the 
railroads better. The corporation in 
such a case could only be made to 
pay a fine, and in all probability the 
fine would be small as compared to 
the revenues obtained from the ille- 
gal rebates, Once released from con- 
tempt by the payment of the fine, the 
corporation could go ahead in con- 
tempt of the court’s orders with fear 
of no more dire results than having 
to pay another fine. That such a 
method of prosecution would never 
accomplish definite results must be 
apparent to all men. As a matter of 
fact, the only practical way to pun- 
ish a corporation for contempt of 
court is by punishing its responsible 
officers. In that way the men who 
control a corporation can be made to 
obey the mandates of the court, and 
in consequence the corporation can 
be controlled. Of course, if the high 
officials are to go scot free, as Pres- 
ident Roosevelt advises in the Mor- 
ton case, the anti-rebate laws will 
become practically valueless. 

It will be noted that in the letters 
given to the public there are none 
fwritten by President Roosevelt to 
Messrs. Harmon and Judson, the at- 
torneys who refused ‘to conduct the 
government case after their recom- 
mendations had been turned down in 
the interest of Mr. Morton. This 
omission is calculated to arouse sus- 
picion that the president was not at 
all anxious to give the former attor- 
ney general of the United States and 
his associate, an expert in interstate 
‘commerce law, an opportunity to en- 
gage in a controversy in such way 
as would enable them to present fully 
their side of the case and to riddle 
his contentions.

The mills are com- 
ing south, and the southern planters 
have at last learned the power and 
practical] méthod of united effort to 
influence the quantity and disposition 
of their staple field commodity. The: 
next step is. divorcement from New 
York as the arbiter of cotton prices. 
It is believed the influences surround- 
ing the New Orleans cotton exchange 
are more honest than those that dom- 
inate price-fixing in New York, and 
they are based more on the logic of 
commercial economy, being less 
swayed by the chicanery and greed 
of frenzied finance. 

The business men of the south 
wil] do well to give this matter their 
earnest thought and to give New Or- 
leans a trial, whenever possible. The 
material development and progress of 
this section depends on as large a 
degree and ag speedy independence 
as possible from the influences that 
would keep the south a commercial 
satrapy of New York. 

The traffic of the great west and 
middle states is seeking southern 
ports. This is a straw of future com- 
mercial readjustments along Jines of 
geographical logic and sound busi- 
ness sense. New Orleans as_ the 
world’s financial center of cotton 
would be distinctly in line with that 
same logic and common sense,

The Rioting at Lodz. 

Undoubtedly the situation at Lodz, 
in Poland, is very grave. Strenuous 
official efforts at secrecy have failed 
to conceal the fact that over 2,000 
casualties have occurred as a result 
of the recent rioting, and the author- 
ities are by no means certain that 
the climax has been reached: The 
laboring population numbers about 
100,000 men. Up to the present, the 
turbulent element has shown a reck- 
less disregard for the bloody meas- 
ures of the police; the fact that hun- 
dreds of their comrades have been 
shot down or mutilated seems, if any- 
thing, to have Jjncreased the danger- 
ous ferocity with which every at- 
tempt of the government at intimi- 
dation is being met. 

There is little doubt that under 
normal conditions the authorities, re- 
garding the disturbance as merely 
local, would be able to take such 
drastic steps as would insure its 
speedy suppression. But the out- 
break at Lodz may be-compared to 
the bursting of a malignant boil in- 
dicating a dangerous disease infect- 
ing the entire national] industrial sys- 
tem. Harsh repression may put down 
disorder, but there is no guarantee 
that the long-fed resentment will not 
find a more disastrous outlet at some 
other point, if, indeed, it does not

The Herald has called attention to the 
fact that New Orleans is a better cotton 
market than New York; and we revert 
to the subject again today and offer 
the suggestion that the people of the 
south would be consulting their own 
best interests by cutting loose from New 
York in all cotton transactions and 
transferring their business to New si 
leans. 

The time haa been when New Orleans 
did not heave the same facilities for 
handling cotton contracts that New York 
afforded, but this is no longer the case. 
The New Orleans cotton..exchange has 
finally established itself and become 
quite independent of New York and en- 
tirely free from the bearish influences 
that have always dominated the New 
York cotton exchange. And so it has 
come to pass that the operator in cotton 
contracts or futures can do his business 
in New Orleans quite as readily and ob- 
tain the same accommodations and 
prompt service as can be had in New 
York. 

We are well aware of the fact that 
there are many successful business men 
in the south who can never be weaned 
away from New York in their cotton 
business and in other important com- 
mercial or financial transactions. They 
have looked to New York and gone to 
New York for everything so long that 
they have formed the New York habit 
and will probably expect to take the 
New York route to heaven when they 
die. There may be others, however, who, 
if they will take the trouble to look well 
into the cotton business and form such 
connections as can be easily formed in 
New Orleans, will find it to their ad- 
vantage to do their cotton business—not 
only in contracts, but in spot cotton and 
the exportation of the staple—with that 
city. 

New Orleans is naturally a better cot- 
ton market than New York, and the 
market there ranges around a half a 
cent a pound above the New York mar- 
ket all the tima This refers to spot cot- 
ton, But the same thing is often true 
in contracts or futures. Let us take the 
two markets on last Saturday, for in- 
stance. The Liverpool market was closed 
on Saturday on account of Whitsuntide 
holidays, and the New York and New 
Orleans markets were both unaffected 
on that day by the cis-Atlantic quota- 
tions or advices. July cotton closed in 
New York on Saturday at 8.62, while 
in New Orleans the price of the same 
option went up and closed at 9 cents—a. 
difference of 38 points in favor of New 
Orleans. 

There are other reasons than those we 
have already mentioned why the cotton 
business of the south should be done 
with New Orleans and why the business 
men of the south should prefer to build 
up that market to continuing their busi- 
ness with New York, and one of these 
is that the farther they get away from 
New York the farther they get away 
from the bearish influences and the or- 
ganized propaganda of New England and 
British manufacturers to beat down the 
price of the southern séaple.

' Second. Our legislature is the body to

fronting us now? The Athens party have 
selected the grounds, borrowed the 
money to buy them with and have done 
all they could to so inveigle the legisla- 
ture that their terms will be accepted.

STRENUOUS LIFE 
GIVEN SETBACK 


Recorder Broyles Evens 
Things Up fer the Too 
Strenuous. 


That this is a mercenary age, and that 
the “strenuouos life” is being worked for 
all it’s worth was probably never better 
illustrated than in a police court trial 
held yesterday afternoon before Judge 
Broyles. 

Lee Wyatt, a negro of dusky hue, and 
will Bailey, who can boast that his skin 
is “yaller,”’ were in a saloon on Marieita 
street Saturday courting a negro woman, 
it seems. 

They argued to the member of the 
weaker sex their respective qualifications 
and merits, each trying to show why she 
should ‘‘bounce” his rival, and accept 
him for better or worse. They compared 
looks, muscle, clothes and jobs, and the 
helpless woman was in a quandary. 

Finally, (Bailey decided to put the mat- 
ter to a test, sure enough, and he pro- 
posed ithat he could scrape up more money 
than Wyatt. The challenge was accepted 
and the two skipped away. Bach brought 
back $5, and the matter was still a tie. 
They ‘‘tore away” again, and the next 
time Wyatt came back with $13 to Bal- 
ley’s $10. 

Bailey, %t is charged by Wyatt,! upon 
seeing that he had been beaten at his 
own game, got angry, and struck him on 
the nose, producing a large scar, which 
was displayed to the recorder. . Bailey, 
for his part, charged that Wyatt struck | 
him acroes the head with a stick, because 
the prize loved him more. 

The two. negroes engaged in a 
fisticuff, and finally Bailey scampered 
away, with Wyatt hot at his heels. 
Wyatt “laid him low” with the stick, 
just about the time that Officers Rake- 
straw and Wilson came on the scene. 
Wyatt was ‘taken in charge. Judge 
Broyles, while ap erdent advocate of the 
“strenuous lifefi’’ ruled against such 
strenuous love, and fined Wyatt $5 and 
costs. 

A Strenuous Revivalist. 

A new way of getting people to go to 
church was devised, probably uncon- 
sciously, by a negro, Fred D. Matthews, 
of Darktown, last Sunday, but the dis- 
‘covery happened to pan out one of those 
“all going out and nothing coming in” 
propositions, financially epeaking. 

Matthews, it is charged, secured a re- 
volver, and stationed himself just out- 
side of a Darktown church. Just as a 
crowd of people would pass the church, 
he would ewing his pistol in the air, 
and so frighten the passing negroes that 
they would run into the church for shel- 
ter. The church had the largest attend- 
ance of the year Sunday. 

Judge Broyles did not belleve in such 
strenuous religion, and he fined Mat- 
thews $50.75. The arrest was made by 
Officers Arthur and Belcher. 

After arresting the strenuous revival- 
Ist, Officers Arthur and (Belcher decided 
to try to catch some of the Darktown 
miscreants, and were hot on the chase, 
when Ed Hill, a negro boy, passed, whis- 
tling one of the latest “coon” songs. 

The negroes slipped from the officers’ 
clutches, and Arthur took Hilfl in cus- 
tody, charging that he had given signals 
to the men, warning them where the 
officers were. Hill stated that he knew 
nothing of the officers’ whereabouts and 
intentions, and was merely whistling ‘‘to 
be, whistling.’’ 

The recorder believes, as has been be- 
fore stated, in the ‘‘strenuoug life,’’ but 
he could not see the wisdom or justice of 
the officers’ action in being so strenu- 
ous to the negro because they did not 
like the tune he was Whistling. Hill was 
given his freedom.

GOOD POSITION 


Well Known Atlanta Physi- 
cian Appeinted to Federal 
Prison. 


Calhoun. Ga., June 26.—(Special.)— 
Claude Hyde, a farmer, who lived on the 
Garlington place, near Reeves station, 
Was drowned in the Oostanaula river 
Bunday evening about sundown. He left 
home with his wife and children early 
in the morning, and crossed the river in 
a batear. 

._ After spending the day with friends, 
the family started on their return home. 
Upon reaching the river, they found that 
some one had taken the boat to the op- 
posite side of the stream. Mr. Hyde di:- 
vested himself of his clothing and started 
to swim across the river to get the boat. 

When about half way across he sud- 
Genly disappeared, and up to this morn- 
ing his body had not been recovered.

At a meeting of the bar association of 
Tattnall county this afternoon resolu- 
tions were passed asking the coming leg- 
islature to abolish the present city court 
and to establish the city court of Reids- 
ville, providing for election of judge and 
solicitor of said court by the people, 

Oppose Outting Up County. 
Hamilton, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—At 
@ mass meeting of the citizens of Harris 
county today at the court house, held 
in opposition to the movement to form 
a new county out of parts of Harris, 
Meriwether and Troup, the following res- 
Olutions were adopted: 

‘“‘Whereas, steps have been taken and 
considerable activity is now being exer- 
cised with a view to securing the pass- 
age of a bill at the next session of the 
general assembly of Georgia having for 
its purpose the formation of a new 
county out of parts of the present coun- 
ties of Harris, Meriwether and Troup, 
with Chipley, now in Harris county, as 
the seat of the proposed new county, 
which it is proposed will bear the name 
of Treutlen; and, 

‘““‘Whereas, the said new county, if es- 
tablished, would include one hundred 
and twenty square miles of the present 
territory of Harris county (embracing 
nearly all of that section north of Pine 
mountain) and would take from Harris 
county fully two-fifths of her white pop- 
ulation, a division that would work in- 
calculable harm to the remaining part 
of Harris and place. an onerous burden 
of taxation upon the citizens thereof. 
Besides other items of heavy expense, it 
would leave many expensive bridges to 
be repaired and constructed by that part 
of the county not embraced within the 
territory of the new county, while that 
territory of Harris proposed to be em-
